2. INDEPENDENT CLAIMS 1,20, 21, 23 AND 24 

2.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT 

Document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document): 

An EPG (fig.4) comprising : a first list (left part fig.4) including first information; and a 
second list (nght) including second information which is displayed concurrently with said 
first list in response to selection of a selected information (33) from said first list, said first 
information being changeable to third information (see fig.6) in response to activation of 
a perspective function (31 ). 

2.2 D1 also discloses a device (fig. 1 ) configured to receive such kind of EPG, which includes 
a controller (paragraph 25) configured to control the display of such EPG and a 
processor programmed to operate the display monitor. The subject-matter of 
independent claims 20, 21 and 23 is therefore not new.

Dependent claims 2-19, 22 do not contain any features which, in combination with the 
features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in respect 
of novelty and/or inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT). 

The subject-matter of claims 2-5, 7, 10-11, 13-15, 18-21 and 23-24 has been already 
d.sclosed by D1 (please refer to paragraphs 25, 33-49 and figures 2b, 3, 4, 6 and 7). 

The differences between the subject-matter of claims 6, 8, 9, 1 2, 1 6, 1 7 and 22 and this 
D1 (wh.ch is considered to be the closes prior art) are considered obvious by the skilled 
person in view of the features disclosed in D2 (column 7, fig. 2d) , D3 (pag 32 lin 1-5 
and fig.5b,9a) and D4 (see fig. 1 1 and 1 2).
